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Liberty with danger is to be preferred 
to Slavery with Security.—SaLnust. 
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MANSION HUSH. 

Rebecca Crawley wascharged with having stolen 
asilk handkerchief and embezz'ed three shillings, 
the property of her employer, Miss Cressy, a mil- 
liner, in Artillery-place, Bishopsgate. Miss Cressy 
bad employed the prisoner in needlework, and was 
satisfied with ter services and conduct until she 
discovered that an embezzlement of three shillings 
out of nine, which the prisoner had received from 
a customer, had been committed, and about the 
same time a handkerchief had disappeared. The 
prisoner was remanded after the first examination 
by Alderman Pirie, who felt great reluctance to 
commit to Newgate a young woman whore previ- 
ous conduct had been irreproachable, for an offence 
of which a conviction would not subject her toa 
punishment of more than a week’s imprisonment. 
It was expected by those who understood the mean- 
ing of remanding persons accused of slight offences 
that the complainant weuld not appear upon the 
day to which the case was postponed, and that, as 
a matter of course, she would be discharged. The 
moment, however, the prisoner wss placed at the 
bar on the second day the complainant stepped for- 
ward and stated her readiness to prosecute —Al- 
derman Pirie said he theught that nobody would 
appear to go further into the mat‘er; and asked 
the complainant whether she would not take into 
consideration the awful consequences of the dis- 
grace of a trial at the Old Bailey to a young wo- 
man beginning the world, and who seemed to be 
for the first time accused of dishonesty, and to be 
surrounded by respectable friends.—Miss Cressy 
shook her head, and said that she had already 
taken the whole matter into consideration, and that 
she was determined to prosecute. She admitted 
that the lost things had been sent hack to her in a 
Inysterious manner, but she immediately delivered 
them to the officer, having resolved not to give up 
her intention of prosecuting.—Al¢erman Pirie. 
What do you want? You have received all that 
you complain of having lost. Will nothing but the 
destruction of this poor girl, who has already in a 
great measure lost her character, answer your pur- 
pose? Look at her. Do not her tears and agony 
answer for it? Don’t you think she has suffered 
enough ?7—Miss Cressy remained inflexible, and 
Alderman Pirie directed that the prisoner should 
be again remanded, and expressed a hope that a 
few days more of thought upon the part of the com- 

plainant, and panishment upon the part of the pri- 
soner, would terminate the disagreeable affair.— 
When the prisoner was again put to the bar, Mr. 
Hobler read over the evidence to Alderman Thos. 
Wood, who asked whether the complainant was in 
attendance ?— Miss Cressy immediately stepped 
forward.-—Alderman T. Wood. I have heard your 
evidence read, and if you insist upon it, I must 
perform my duty by committing this unfortunate 
young woman to Newgate upon the charge, but I 
hope yeu will think better. Come, I think you 
will agree with me, that she has had punishment 
enough. Do you really wish me to send her for 
trial?—Miss Cressy. I do.—Alderman T. Wood. 
Think of itonce more. You admit that you had no 
Previous misconduct to accuse her of, and you 
would be yourself called upon at her trial to give 
her a good Character ; and if a conviction should 
take place, which is improbable in go slight a case, 
the utmost punishment would be two or three days’ 
imprisonment. You would then have to reproach 
yourself with having consigned to the horrible con- 
tamination of a gaol a fellow-creature who had not 
offended before. Will nothing less satisfy you ?— 
Miss Cressy. I insist upon prosecuting her.—Al- 
derman T. Wood. Thea I must commit her for 
trial. I have no alternative. But let me say a 
word to you (to the complainant, in a lower tone) 
—you sometimes say the Lord’s Prayer?—I do.— 
Alderman T. Wood. In fature, when you pray, 
pass over the words, “ forgive us our trespasses, 
as we forgive them that trespass against us.” You 
have nothing to do with those conditions, and can 
have noclaim to pardon. The complainant was 
affected at this touching address, which Alderman 
T. Wood followed up with a great deal of jadg- 
ment by saying that he was convinced she was in- 
fluenced by some motives which appeared to her 
to be not unworthy in persevering.—She replied 
that it was not without the greatest suffering that 
she brought herself to the determination to prose- 
cute, but she had been goaded to it by the re- 
proaches of the prisoner’s relations and friends, 
who traduced her character, heaped the foulest 
epithets upon her, and were doing all in their 
power to ruin her, because she dared to accuse the 
person who had plandered her.—Alderman T. 
Wood assured her ef the protection of the magis- 
trates, severely reproved the rash and foolish 
friends of the prisoner, and told Miss Cressy that 
the change which had in, as it were, the twinkling 
ef an eye, taken place in her opinions would be the 
source of abundant future gratification to her.— 
The complainant then retired, and the prisoner was 
liberated from prison on the following day. 

A boy, not ten years of age, and very small for 
his age, was charged with having picked a gentle- 
man’s pocket of a handkerchief.—The boy, who 
had been observed by a tradesman in company with 
a boy of larger size, whipped the bandkerchief out 
of the pocket with the hand of a master and threw 
it te his companion, who ran off withit, The pri- 
sioner appeared to be quite uncencerned upon being 
collared, and said that he did not know what pick- 
ing of pockets was. The I'urnkey of the Compter 
— Please your worship, he’s well known. He hada 
month in Bridewell the last time. Constable—Please 
your worship there’s no such thing as turning these 
here little uns good once they gets to drawing. I 
seed this boy a little while ago, with four or five 


’ other bigger nor hima, in Hoborn-bridge, and when a 


gentleman passed they says to him ‘Go it Jack,” 
and he drawed out the ankicher as clever as though 
he was ten times as big.—(Alaugh.) Well, I ranned 
arter him, but he runned under the osses belly, 
cause he knowed I couldn!t folly arter him. These 
young uns knows everything ; I never seed sucha 
young un as this here. Alderman T. Wood— 
Where does your father live, boy? Prisoner—Fa- 
ther lives nowhere, ’cause he’s dead. Alderman T. 
Wood—Where does yonr mother live? Prisoner 
—In Whitechapel ; but I don’t know the name of 
the court. Alderman T. Wood—Has this poor 
child nobody to protecthim? The policeman said 
that it was evident he had no friend in the world, 
and that the bigger boys with whom he associated 
constantly made adupeof him. The Alderman told 
the gentleman who appeared to complain that, 
from motives of humanity, he would be obliged to 
send the unfortunate boy for trial, in the hope that 
some asylum would be afforded to him. For me- 
vlancholy cases of this kind it was certainly the duty 
of the government to make some provision. Pri- 
sSoner—I an’t got nobody te go to. The com- 
plainant said that he did not know how te appear 
against a more infant, and begged to be permitted 
to depart without being bound over to prosecute 
The Alderman—You surely would not wish to find 
him thieving again, and the only way we now have 
of preventing him is by committing him for trial. 
The pri-oner was then committed for trial. 


MARYLEBONE. 

THE wRONG Pic py tHE Ear.—Two working 
men, named Joha Williams and Marmaduke Rich- 
ardson, were charged with having, on the previous 
arr F seized @ pig by the ear and tail, in front 
of St. Mary’s Church, Bryanstone-square, which 
caused the animal to squeak so violently as to dis- 
turb the congregation there assembled.—No. 150 
D, said that he was on daty near the spot, when 
information Was brought to him that the prisoners 
were having “a lark” with a large pig. On pro- 
ceeding thither, he saw the two prisoners pulling 
the animal by the ears and tail, which caused it to 
squeak most terrifically, to the great annoyance of 
every one in the neighbourhood, On being desired 
not to make go much nolse, thoy fecnsaly replied 
that it waa the pig, and Rot thew, time eried out,

The animal being a joint con- 
cern, they both pursued it, when, seeing one of the 
swinish multitude very much like it making its 
way into the church, they seized it by the ears and 
tail, in order to bring it away ; but, unfortunately, 
on examination, the pig turned out not to be theirs. 
The policeman then, through the mistake, took 
them both into custody.—They were discharged, 
with a caution, not to take the wrong pig by the 
ear again. 

SEDUCTION BY A PoLICEMAN.—A good-looking 
young woman, with an infant only three weeks old 
in her arms, applied te Mr. Rawlinson under the 
following circumstances :—The applicant said that 
she had been seduced by police constable William 
Smith, 111 D, who was the father of the child she 
had in her arms, but who refused to contribute to 
her relief, though frequently applied to. She was 
in the greatest distress, and knew not what to do 
—Mr. Rawlinson said he could not assist her, but 
recommended her to apply to Mr. Lincoln, the 
superintendent of the division. 


OUEBREN SOUARE. 

Basz IncGRATITUDE.—A well-dressed old man, 
named John Buxton, was charged with robbing his 
employer, Mr. Riches, an oil and colour merchant, 
in King-street, Westminster. It appeared that the 
prisoner had been in the habit of daily leaving par- 
cels, containing soap and other articles in which 
his master dealt, to the care of publicans in the 
neighbourhsod; and on Monday morning he went 
‘tothe Green Man, in Little George-street, West- 
‘minster, and asked the landlord if he would allow 
him to leave a parcel in his bar tillthe evening. A 
constable, named Vesey, happened to be present, 
who knew that the prisoner was in Mr. Riches’ em- 
ployment, and, suspecting him of robbery, he ex- 
amined the parcel, which was found to contain a 
quantity of soap, anchevy sauce, and several 
sponges. A porter of Mr. Riches said that he had 
frequently seen him come out of the cellar, although 

e had no business there, with a parcel in his hand. 
Mr. Riches stated that the prisoner had only been 
in his employment three weeks ; and that, from a 
charitable motive, he had actually taken him out of 
the streets, and had clothed and fed him. He had 
no doubt of the articles produced being his property. 
Mr. Gregorie committed him fr two monthe’ hard 
labour in the House of Correction. 

ImpupeENtT RopsBeRyY.—A char- woman named 
Elizabeth Yates, was charged with having stolen a 
cash-box and its contents, the property of Mr, 

Price residing in Stafford-place, Pimlico.—William 
Dunn, the driver of a hackney-coach, was called 
by the prisoner in Vauxhall-road at eleven o’c]; ck 
on Monday night to drive her to her residence in 
Palace-street, Pimlico, At the moment she was 
getting into his coach a constable came up, and 
said that a box she carried under her cloak he 
strougly suspected had been impro;erly obtained, 
and the policeman went into the coach and accom- 
panied her to her residence ; upon their arrival she 
was taken into custody. Policeman 146 B stated 
that, when he accosted the prisoner she gave such 
unsatisfactery answers to his questions as to her 
pessession of the box that he watched her until he 
saw her get into the coach. She said in the first 
instance that she would not let him know anything 
about it. The coachman had not driven more 
than twenty yards when she threw the box out 
of the window, which he immediately secured, and 
upon their arrival in Palace-street he searched her 
lodgings, where he found sixteen duplicates for 
property pledged, and he took her to the station- 
house. The box was found to contain seven valu- 
able snuff-bexes, several rings, and other articles 
of jewellery, as well as some family documents. 
Mrs. Price said the prisoner had been in the habit 
of working for several families in the neighbour- 
hood, and she had not the slightest doubt of her in- 
tegrity until the officer came and informed her of 
the rosbery. She identified the whole of the pro 
perty as belonging to her husband, and added that 
the intrinsic value of the articles would amount to 
251, in addition to which there had been deposited 
in the box ten sovereigns and a-half. Inspectox Tay- 
lor stated that upon searching the woman he ‘ound 
half a sovereign in her hand, four sovereigns in her 
shoes, and the remainder of the money spoken of 
by Mrs. Price concealed in various parts of her 
person. The prisoner said in defence that the box 
had been entrusted to ber to deliver to Mrs. Price 
by a girl, neither whose name or address were 
known to her. She was fully committed to New- 
gate for taial. 
MARLBOROUGH STRERT. 

A Drunken Docror.—Dr. Arthur Balamy was 
charged with being drunk and incapable of taking 
care of himself. The doctor’s cranium appeared 
exceedingly swollen, and moxe gouts of blood were 
visible on his forehead than ever were seen on 
Macbeth’s air-drawn dagger. The worshipper o* 
medical science did not wait to be interrogated by 
the magistrate, but at once poured forth his unpre- 
meditated exculpation. 

‘‘ Please your worship, here I am again, cruelly 
treated. Like Sampson have I been bound with 
ropes; but unlike him I have been retained in 
bondage—my clothes have been stripped from my 
back, and the apparel which now covers my mem- 
bers is shameful to behold. One could scarcely 
suppose that it had ever ‘ seen the light of other 
days.”

Tue Motner-FravD.—The woman Harvey, who 
attempted to practise a gross imposition upon a 
young man named Dawes, by endeavouring to pass 
as his mother, and by the deception succeeded in 
obtaining 5/. te procure counsel for her upona 
charge of felony, was brought up for re-examina- 
tion. The pris‘ner was remanded in consequence 
of the case against her not being considered suffi 
ciently strong to send her to take her trial for the 
offence. It appeared that during the interview she 
had with the young man Dawes in Tothill-fields 
prison, she related so many facts connected with 
his birth, and ber separation from his father abread, 
that he was persuaded that she was his mother, and 
under that impression was induced to pay a solici- 
tor 51. for the purpose of undertaking her defence 
on a charge of felony at the Westminster Sessions 
Although she had hinted the necessity of employing 
counsel in her case to Dawes, yet she did not obtain 
the money from him herself for the purpose, neither 
did she mention that he was to pay any specific sum 
for her, and under these circamstances it was consi- 
dered that the case of fraudulently obtaining the 
money had not been so clearly made out as to jus- 
tify the magistrates in sending her for trial on that 
charge. It having been stated, however, that the 
prisoner had obtained a smaller sum of money from 
a relative of Dawes, and the magistrates, unwilling 
that suc’ an offender should escape the punishment 
80 justly her due, sent for the witness, and had the 
evidence taken, with a view of dealing with her 
under the Vagrant Act. The witness, whose name 
is Mary Prior, stated that on the occasion of the 
prisoner having succeeded in making Dawes be 
lieve that she was his mother, he sent her (witness 
to the gaol to see her, for the purpose of rendering 
all the service she could in alleviating her afflic- 
tions, Witness proceeded to the gaol according to 
his wish, and, during the interview, the prisoner 
manifested the utmost affection for Dawes, calling 
him her “ dearest Tom,” and evincing all the ma- 
ternal feelings that a parent could for a child, so 
much so, that the witness had no doubt that she 
was the person she represented herself to be. The 
prisoner then began to complain of the short ellow- 
ance of prisoners in the gaol, and asked the witness 
for a shilling to buy some tea and sugar; which 
sum was accerdingly given to her, undec the impres- 
sion that she was Dawes’s mother. Mr. Irving said 
that, in the whole course of his experience, he never 
met with a more gross imposter—it was evident 
that she was a hardened offender. 1n this instance 
she attempted to abuse the best feelings of human 
nature by eudeavouring to make a young man be- 
lieve that she was his mother, who, it appeared, 
had been dead some years, and would, no doubt, 
have succeeded in her base attempt, had not his 
father been then living to discover the imposition 
The young man had all along exhibited the most 
creditable feelings, and, under the belief that her 
statement to him was correct, he had, although ip 
poor circumstances, contrived to raise 51, which 
sum he had paid, in order to obtain her liberation 
from a charge upon which she had been committed 
for trial. The magistrate added that he should 
commit the prisoner for three mon*hs to hard labour 
under the Vagrant Act—a punishment, however, 
which was scarcely adequate to the scandalous na- 
ture of the offence of which she had been guilty, 


FaMity Fsups.—A young woman, named Lan. 
ders, was charged with committing an assault on 
her mother-in-law, under the following circum- 
stances :—The complainant stated that she had been 
newly married to the defendant’s father, and on 
going to his house to take possession, she had all 
kinds of obstacles thrown in her way by the ‘‘ young 
lady,” who would not acknowledge her as a mo- 
taer, urging that her father could not have been so 
foolish as to marry again. The complainant endea- 
voured to assure her of the fact by exhibiting her 
“ marriage lines,” but all would not do, and she 
(the mother) was treated more like an interloper on 
the premises than as the lawful married wife of the 
owner of the house. An altereaticn having occurred 
between the parties om the subject alluded to, the 
result was a scuffle, during which, blows were inter. 
changed, and although complainant’s husband was 
present, yet he did not interfere or try to convince 
his daughter that the complainant was his spouse. 
The defendant said that the person who had just 
made the complaint accused her of felony, and 
made other charges against her, for which there 
was no foundation, and as she had only been t'e 
washerwoman of her father, she had no idea that 
he wonld have degraded himself by marrying a per- 
son so much beneath him. She (the daughter) ad 
mitted that she would not acknowledge such a 
mother, and this circumstance had given such of 
fence to the ‘ lady,” that there was no possibility 
of being under the same roof with her, as she 
wanted to “ rule the roast” over every body in the 
place. In reply to the magistrate, the complainant 
said, that she had only been married to the defend- 
ant’s father a fortnight, adding, that even that time 
appeared an age to her, and that she wished the 
“knot was untied” again, as she had had quite 
enough of matrimony. (Laughter.) The haaband 
here stepped forward, and a curious scene took 
place between them, during which she accused him 
of keeping her on “‘ short commons” ever since they 
were married. That she expected, when she changed 
her condition, it would be for the better, but that 
she was wofully mistaken, and, in fact, was de- 
prived of all those pleasures that a marriage life 
was Calculated to create. The husband gaid, that 
if she was tired of matrimony, he was even more So, 
and that although they had been only married a fort- 
night, he could do nothing to please her, she was 
80 dissatisfied a Woman, and he was agreeable to 
partif she was, “ Easy,” said she, “ not quite so 
fast, my man; you have a little more of my temper 
before we part. Am I, your lawful wife, to be

boy.” The magistrate said that it was quite evident 
that the daughter-in-law could not live in the 
house; and as it appeared that both were aggres- 
sors, he should discharge the warrant against the 
young woman, but advised her to Jeave her mother- 
in-law, as they could not agree. “ I’ll show them 
all that I am mistress, and if my husband comes 
any of his tricks over me, he shall soon see that he 
has not a fool to deal with, bat a woman who will 
stand jup for the rights of matrimony.” She then 
cast a piercing look at her husband, and flounced 
out of the office. 


JUVENILE DeLINaveNcy.—Thomas Henry Man- 
ning, a wretched-looking youth, was charged with 
having robbed Mr. Yarnton, a coal merchant, and 
Mr. Jones, a cloth factor, each residing in Cold 
Harbour-lane, Camberwell, of a quantity of tools. 
linen, and other articles. Thomas White, No. 116. 
of the P division of police, deposed that abont half- 
past five o’clock in the morning, he was on duty in 
a field, near Cold Harbour-lane, throngh which 
there is a path; seeing the prisoner with a large 
bundle, it excited his suspicion, and on going to- 
wards him he ran and jamped into aditch. Wit. 
ness, however, dragged him out, and took him into 
custody. He afterwards ascertained that the arti- 
cles belonged to the two prosecutors. Mr. Yarnton 
identified the property, and, in addition, stated that 
on his green-honse door he saw written in chalk, 
“Tam a poor fellow, and must have money some 
way orthe other.” On taxing the prisoner with 
the writing, be said he had done it, aud that he had 
taken the goods to keep him from starving. Mr 
Jones also identified a portion of the articles as his 
property. The prisoner, in his defence, said he 
was almost starved to death —Mr. Traill. Yor 
have been here before.—Prisoner. I have not been 
here before. Mr. Traill then questioned the pri- 
soner, and in reply, he said he had for some time 
lived a wandering Jife; he at one period had been 
at Hereford, another part of his time at Smithfield, 
and lately at Camberwell; but in none of these 
places had he a place to put his head in, and he 
was compelled to sleep under hedges or any de- 
scription of out-buildings, and his mode of living 
was equally precarious,—Mr. Traill. According to 
your own statement you are starving, and the best 
thing that cau be done is to send you for trial, for 
you will do betier in a foreign land. The prisoner 
was fully committed for trial. 


John Nicholson, a master tailor, living in Bland 
street, Dover-read, was charged with assaulting 
and threatening the life of Harriet, his wife, a 
young woman possessing conside able personal 
charms. The husband, on the contrary, was a 
poor, thin, emaciated Jooking man, apparently la- 
bouring under a very ill state of health. The wife 
Stated that she had been married two years, and 
could safely say, without the fear of contrariction, 
that in that time she had not had a single day’s 
comfort or happimess. She was aware that the 
contrast between her husband and herself was very 
great in many respects, she having the advantage 
of him in point of looks; and on this account, if a 
Strange man only looked at her, it exrited his jea- 
lousy to such a pitch that she was al ways sure to 
be the sufferer. On a recent eccasion, the “ jealons 
fit” having come upon him, although without the 
least grounds, he began to trounce her with a pair 
of pantaloons, striking her over the head and face 
with the sharp buttons, and never left off until the 
lower part of the garment had separated from the 
*aist. This waa merely a specimen of his conduct 
towards her, and what was rather an astonishing 
fact, he generally vented his rage upon her with 
those articles of dress that he had in hand, and, 
whether it was an expensive one or nst, he cared 
little for the consequences, being only intent upon 
thrashing her. She added that she had been com 
pelled to quit her home upon more than one occa- 
sion, and that she had determined not to go back 
again, let the consequences be what they might 
He, however, came after her, and threat-ned her 
continually. Defendant here exclaimed, ‘‘ Try me 
Once more, dear Harriet. Don’t be so cruel heart- 
ed as to send me to gaol.’’—Wife. I won't try you 
again. Your promises are not to be relied upon 
Why are you jealous of me?—Defendant. Because 
I love you —Mazistrate. You have a very singular 
way of showing your love, by thrashing your wife 
with the work which you, as a tailor, ought to be 
more carefal of, for the sake of your customers, 
Vhe pantaloons spoken of were, indeed, a speci- 
men of your violence towards the poor womao.— 
Wife. He is as cruel a tailor as any in London, 
although he is so mealy-mouthed now, and can 
scarcely say, ‘‘ Bh” toa goose. Ill Jet you goto 
gaol, you worthless man! but (added she) what 
am I talking about? you are no man; not even the 
ninth part of a man —Husband. Harriet, love, do 
forgive me for this once; this exposure will be 
quite enough to restrain me in futare from ever 
touching you again in a passion. I'll have done 
with a!l jealousy as long as I live.-—The Magistrate 
asked the wife if, afier this promise, she was in. 
clined not to press the charge ?—The wife, how 
ever, was inexorable to all appeals upon her feel- 
ings, and the husband was compelled to enter into 
sureties to keep the peace.

“© CLEMENCY” OF THR Poor Law EXEMPLIFIED — 
For an order of removal, in the case of a woman, 
named Mary Trower, The Overseer stated that 
the female (who had an infant in her arms) had 
become chargeable to the Union. 2nd had been in 
the workhouse for upwards of a month ‘ihe 
female said she did net wish to be passed, and she 
required no relief for herself, but oaly for the child 
which was illegitimate ; but on her applying to the 
officers, relief had been refused ; but an offer to be 
taken into the workhouse was proposed —Alder- 
man Farebrother. Where was the child born?— 
Female. fin St. Thomas’s, your worship.—Alder- 
man Farebrother. Then the order would part the 
mother from the child, and I will not sign it. Let 
the father be summoned instantly, and I will join 
in making an order of affiliation, The Overseer 
said he had been in the habit of paying a certain 
sum per week, ard no d. ubt would continue to du 
so.—Alderman Farebrother. Well, I will not de- 
prive the child of its maternal protector, or disturb 
the natural affection which ought to exist between 
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them. The Overseer argued that the Act left no 
al ernative —Alderman Farebrother. How old is 
the child?—Female To years, your worship — 
Alderman Farebrother. Then it was born before 
the new Act; and as it does not repeal the old one 
in such a case, I shall proceed ander the old «ne 
“end for the father, and I will sit here till he 
comes —The Overseer. I beg your worship to wait 
till Mr. Armitaze the relieving overseer of the 
Union, shall arrive.—Alderman Farebrother. It 
wll be useless; he only bas bis power under the 
new Act, which is highly d»trimental to the com 
forts of the poer, and all the arguments he conid 
arge would not have any weight with me The 
examination as to the birth of the child was then 
taken in the usual form; but the alderman con 
ceiving from some desal'ory converzation that it 
was nevertheless the intention of the officers to re- 
ceive the money and get rid of the woman, again 
interfered, and said that the order shauld be made, 
and t'e child should not be separated from its law 
fal and natural protector ‘The »Jderman’s clerk 
snggzested that the worthy Alderman was bound to 
act under the mew law. Alderman Farebrother 
said he had a high ressect for the jadgment of that 
gentleman; but in this case he would not give up 
his opinion unless the subject were carried into the 
superior courts As to the Act itsel’, it waa the 
vreatest piece of legal inhumanity which had ever 
been framed. the matter was terminated by a 
summons being issued for the attendance of the 
putative father. 
THAMES POLICE. 

THE Satlork ON SHoRR.—Aon Grant and Ann 
Wood, the former a spinster, and the latter describ 
ing herself asa “ married widow,” were brought 
ap in the custody of a policeman, on a charge of 
robbing a sailor named Elliott of 377. in three ten- 
pound Bank of England notes and seven sove- 
reigns.—Osman stated that the prosecutor, Elliot, 
applied at the station-honse for asvistance, siating 
that he had been robbed by the two prisoners of the 
sum before mentioned, and pave sach information 
as to lead to theirimmediate apprebension.—Flliot 
stated, that he was paid eff at Liverpool last week from 
an American ship, and on his arrival in London he 
called on Mrs. Pinkey, of whom he had some 
knowledge, and who resided in Cross-street, Back- 
road, St. George’s in the Kast; after drinking with 
her and two other women, whom he found in the 
heuse, he accompanied the latter on a ‘* voyage”’ 
round London in a cab or omnibus, or something of 
the kind but he could not exactly say what. Afte: 
driving about for some hours, his companions gave 
him the slip, and some time afterwards he missed 
his money, which had been in a silk purse in his 
trousers pocket; he then applied to the police.— 
William Watson, driver of the cab No. 1,825, stated 
that on Saturday he saw the prosecutor and the 
two prisoners alight from a Blackwall omnibus at 
the Royal Exchange, and engaged with them to 
take them to London-wall; on his arrival there 
they all went into a public-house, and drank some 
brandy and water; the prisoner Wood then left 
them, and by the prosecutor’s desire witness drove 
him and Grant to Cross-street, St. George’s in the 
East, on the road to which they stopped to drink 
once or twice, and Grant appearing very ill, by his 
witness’s sdvice, she had.a glass of soda water. On 
their arrival at Crozs-street, witness went into the 
Doke of Kent public house, at the request of Grant, 
to get a pint of ale, to pay for which, she gave him 
a sovereign, and on his returning the change, she 
put it into her pocket; she then got out of the cab, 
saving, ‘* I have had enouzh of him,” and immedi- 
ately made off. On their arrival at Whitechapel, 
the prosecutor got out of the cab, and witness de- 
manded the fare, but the prosecutor said he had 
lost his money, and could find but eightpenrce half 
penny in his pockets.—Grant, when called on for 
her defence, said she knew notbing of the money 
but believed the prosecutor had it when she left 
him.—Wood said the prosecutor had promised to 
marry her and her two children, and gave her 5s 
to bind the bargain. (Laughter) She said she 
knew nothing of the ten-pound notes; she was 
innocent of the robbery.—Mr. Clarkson said he kad 
no doubt the roor fellow had lost his money, but it 
was difficult to savy how He discharged Wood, 
but remanded the prisoner Grant. 

The sitting mazistrate, Mr. Clarkson, decided the 
first two cases under the new act, the 6 and 7 Wil- 
liam IV., by which one magistrate is empowered to 
hear a complaint against the infraction of thesmng- 
eling laws, if the value of the property smuggled is 
under 6l., and to punish the offender by fine or im 
prisonment, the former not exceeding the sum of 
20/., and the latter ene month’s incarceration. Un 
der the old law, petty cases of smuggling could 
only be heard before two magistrates, before whom 
informations were laid. and the Board of Customs 
sent down their solicitor to prosecute, and on a con 
viction for smuggling spirits and tobacco, the ma- 
gistrates had nodiscre'ionary power bu: to fine the 
parties in the sum of 1001. each; in other articles 
the fine was one-third of the value, and the power 
of mitigation was lodged alone in ihe Board of 
Customs. The alteration in the law does away with 
a slow and expensive machinery, and is likely to 
be productive of much good. The two cases were 
as follows:—Jobhn Driver, a seaman on board the 
Argus West Indiaman, lying in the West India- 
dock, was charged by John Jordan, a Custom- 
house-locker, with smuggliog 3)b. of leaf tobacco. 
rhe prisoner said nothing iu his defence, and was 
ordered to pay a fine of 30s John Robertson, a 
seaman on board the same ship, was convicted of a 
similar offence, and fined 20s. 

Mr. Thomas Rabey, an elderly gentleman, ap- 
olied to Mr. Ballantine, to solicit his advice and 
assistance under the following circumstances. He 
stated that he was an Englishman by birth, but 
that he had resided between 30 and 40-years in St. 
Petersbuigh, where, in 1823, he purchased the St. 
Peter, a ship of 500 tons burden, in which he 
traded between St. Petersburgh and Liverpool 
The vessel cost him 1,850l. In 1825 he had the 
mis‘ortune to be driven on shore in a snow storm, 
and put into Revel, in Russia, to refit, and where 
he was obliged to take up money on 4 bottomry 
hond, from Mr. John Gerard, the British Consul 
at that port, to pay for the repairs of the vessel. 
On his arrival at Liverpool, the bond was denied 
payment by the St Patrick’s vere la. of Under 
writers, the objection being that the law of England 
did not allow of a botiomry bond being executed 
in the country to which the vessel belonged. After 
spending 4001, more in the repairs of the vessel at 
Liverpool, he returned to St. Peteraburgh, where 
his ship was seized at the suit of Mr. Gerard, and 
he in consequence was deprived of his means of 
acquiring a livelibood- He had until that time 
supported himself and large family by his industry, 
and he now complained that he was reduced to 
distress by the operation of a law of which he and 
great part of the mercantile world were ignorant 
He had suffered 0 severely, that one of his chil- 
dren had died from actual want of necessaries to 
defend her from the effects of the cold and incle 
ment climate of Russia; he complained in vain to 
the Government of this country for redress, but 
though it was their duty to let such law, if in ex 
istence, be known to all the world, they had neg: 
lected not only to do se, but to afford him that 
Protection and redress which as a British mer 
chant he thought he had a right to demand — 
Mr. Ballantine said the law respecting bottomr» 
bonds was well known, though its origin was cer 
tainly obscure, and could not, he believed, be 
traced ; the principle, bo vever, was clear, that no 
vessel could be hypothecated in the country to 
which she belonged ; the very essence of a bottomry 
bond was, that it should be drawn ina foreign 
country. Mr. Ballantine then read an extract from 
an old work onthe maritime laws of nations, by 
Molly, in proof of the view he had taken of the sub 
ject. Mr, Kabey said, he did not d.ubt that the 
law was correctly laid down by the magistrate; 
but he complained that it was not analogous to the 
maritime laws of other nations, and that it was the 
daty of the British Government to make the law 
known, He was sure one half the mercantil¢ 
world were ignorant of it; in proof of which he 
would only point out the fact ef the British Consu! 
lending his money in defiance of such law, when he 
(the applicant) might have defrauded him out of 
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every farthing, had he taken the vessel to another 
country. He thought he had been most uw juatly 
dealt with, as this was the on'y country im the 
vorld in which he conld have bcen so uniustly and 
cruelly deprived of his property. Mr Batlastine 
said the case was altogetber out of his jarisdiction, 
acd advised the applicant to apply fo H use of 
Commons by petition, Fhe applicont-Ob I have 
petitioned the House of Commons and all the 
officers of the government; but thonah they dan’t 
deny the injustice of the teatment | have expe. 
tienced, they would afford me n> redre s. I heps 
ny case will bea warnivg to others. iheappliant, 
afier thanking the magistrate for the attention he 
had paid to his case, withdrew.

David Boggie, shoemaker, stated, that he called 
at the coachwork of Mr. M‘L«lan, to request pay-— 
ment of 4s 63. due as wages o his son Mic acl 
Xogeie, who had left the “ork in consequence of 
revere Pl usage; hut not findiog Mr Mf Vellan 
there, he called at his dwelling-honse, and shila 
waiting for bim in the Inbbs, Mr M*Lella? 
peared, and on he (Boggis) civilly requestise to 
know if the wages dna were to be paid, he was 
saluted with— © Ye damned dessica wret=h !- 
Ye damued blackguard!” with other proveking 
epithets; and on his a*t:mpting to retire, Mr, 
Vi‘Lellan locked the onter Coor, and woald »at let 
him out, declaring he wowld send for an officer of 
police. Accordingly, he bronght np from the lower 
apartments a young man, whoresided in the honse, 
and opening the cuter door with a kev, dismisced 
his messenger to the police « ffice, with icstruci ns 
to bring assistance. Boggie further declared that 
he was forcibly detained above three qnarters of an 
hour, during which period he walked athwart the 
lobby, while Mr. M‘Lellan was endeavovring to 
orovoke him to commence a qu@rrel, which, how- 
ever he quietly resisted, and willingly accompanied 
the officer, with an intention of afterwards pursving 
Mr. M‘Lellan for false imprisonment, or of expos- 
ing him through the public press.—Mr. M‘Lellan 
deposed, that Boggie entered the Jobb: in a rude 
and insulting manner, and had the audaci/y to sit 
down ; that he demanded his son’s wages in an in- 
sulting manner and threatened toknock bim down 
if he had him out of his own house: that he arked 
him if he had seen the report of a fria! in the Libe- 
rator, where his conduct was shown up; and he 
(Boggie) further threatened to expose him and 
Sheriff Moir throngh the press. To prove these 
statements, he called on Duncan Maitland, who 
stated, that he was in the house at the time that 
Boggie entered, and that he acted in the manner 
described by Mr. M’Lellan. Being asked if he saw 
him enter, witness said No; but he heard a great 
noise. What were the precise warda which Bozgie 
nsed? Witness could not remember the precise 
words. How long was he in the lobhy in the 
oresence of Boggie and Vi‘Lelian : Anout twenty 
minutes. Did Boggie say any thing about expos 
ing M‘Lellan through the press? Ves — “he 
police sergeant was aske? what the defendant bad 
said to Mr. M‘Lellan in his hearing? He said the 
prisoner was very abusive. Whatdid hesayv? Q, 
[do not recollect; hut he used expressions which 
he aught not to have used toa gentleman. What 
°xpression?——what were the words! O, / do not 
know ; but they were not what were proper to suy 
hefore a gentleman. Did he say he would expose 
Sheriff Moir and Mr, M‘Lellan thraesh the press? 
Yes, Wasthat all he raid? Yes. How did the 
orivoner conduct himself on the way to the police 
office? O, he went very quietly — he defendant 
vas then asked if he had any evidence fo produce, 
He said he had not; bnt there were persons pree 
sent who conld speak with regard to his general 
character. John Tait, editor of the Liberator, was 
called; but M‘Lellan objected to him. on the 
ground that he had connived with the defendant in 
giving a false report «f the proceedings of the trial 
on Thursday. The report was altogether false and 
abusive. J Tait said it was not jast to allow 
Mr. M‘QLellan to make such assertions here. The 
report alluded to he was willing to justify else- 
vhere.—Bailie Gilmour silenced M‘Lellan ; and J, 
Tait proceeded to say that he had knewn Koggie 
‘or upwards of twelve years; that he was an honest, 
veaceable, and industrious tradesman; the head of 
a numerous family; and a man well known to all 
his acquaintances as one of the more ready put 
up with than resent an insult. No one acquainted 
vith his ngual habits could believe him capable of 
conducting himself as described bs the parsaer,— 
Mr. Grange (master shoemaker), had known te 
defendant many years; and he has had, as a fore- 
man ina boot and shoe shop, many opportunities 
of observing his conduct as a workman; an? he 
could safeiy say that he was incapable of wilfully 
injuring any man.—Baillie Gilmour, in somming 
1p, expressed his regret that wav difference should 
take place, or be encouraged, between masters and 
workmen. It was particularly the workman's 
interest to study the good will and interect of his 
employer, who farnishes him with tha means of 
living. Capitalists woula, 1) prevonea, leave the 
country altogether; and then rrhat sould become of 
the workmen? Capitalists coutc, 19 rcaviug the 
country, carry with them the meaus by which 
commerce is upheld; bat as the workmen cannot 
leave the country, they must consequently starve, 
[t was their duty, therefore, as well as their best 
interest, to act tewards the capitalist in a conciia- 
tory manner. In the present case, he con'd not 
dismiss the prisoner without some punishment, 
He had entered the d-welling-honse of Mr. 
M‘Lellav, and disturbed him; while, if he was 
really owing him anything, it could be recovered 
in the course Of law. In conseqnence, however, of 
the good character that had been given him, ho 
would mitigate the pnnishment to a fine of five 
hillings only. As the prisoner was Jeaving, Mr. 
M‘Lellan insisted that he should be hound ever to 
«keep the peace, as he had threatened to beat him and 
expose him through the press. This save sugges. 
ton, however, was not attended to, and the ex deacon 
left the office in high dudgeon. “ So closed this 
curtous case.” "

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ILLUS'RATION of JUSTICE in GLASGOW.

Ix this city, blessed with a reforca magistracy, and 
vhere, in all their public social digp!ays, ‘ the 
prosperity of the werkimg classes” is a standing 
toast, it might naturally be expected that seme 
slight attention wou!d be paid to the complaints of 
the poor and oppressed, when they are obliged to 
apreal to the bar of jastice. We would indeed 
rejoice to piace on record a single inatance wherein 
the } oor and industriovs found «qual justice meted 
to them «hen opposed be the weslihy and presump- 
tuons; but that happicees is yet ¢enied us, and it 
is painfol to look on the partial leaning of the 
gcales, as suspended from the blind goddess, when 
the merit: of a case between Wealth and Want 
are about to be «eigned. 

‘These reflections will naturally occur to all who 
have their hearts in the right place, af er the report 
ef the case between Archibald ‘‘Lellan, the 
coarhmaker, and David Bogzie the shoemaker, on 
the veracity of which we stake our honour and 
existence. 

lt will he ob erved that nothing was proved 
against Bogvie but the threat, that he would ex- 
pore, through the public press, the conduct of the 
sheriff and Mr. M‘Lellau, and out of this case 
arises a question or two. Is it any breach of the 
civil law for a work-~an to civilly ask his employer 
fr wag-s due to him? Is there any place to which 
a debtor can re‘ire and be sae from dunning? §=Till 
the e questions are volved, and time, place, and 
manner pointed oot by which a w. rkman is to ap- 
proach the great man from whom it is said he de- 
rives his bread, i should be time enough to decice 
that the mere demanding of wages is a breach of 
law. 

We dare not blame bailie Gilmour for arriving at 
the conclusion he did, because the servant of 
M‘Lelan swore te something + ffensive in the cou 
duct o* the prisoner, yet the baillie onght to hav- 
Sifted the nutare of his evidence. He first said or 
oath. that he was twenty minutes in presence of th 
parties—then that he was a quarter of an bour i 
going his rovnds for a puliceman —then tha’ he war 
but ten minutes present ~and afterwards that Bog 
gie could not be detained in toe lobby above « 
quarter of an hour! Aod it is singular that thi 
witnesa, durieg the ten or tventy minutes he wa- 
in company “ith Boggie and M‘Lellan did not hea: 
his masier utter a sertence! Those who know th. 
ex-deacon, will hardly give him credit for such ; 
mim mouthed abs emious ess f r 30 long a perion 
as even ten minutes, under circumstances 80 exci! 
ing. The evidence of the police sergeant is toc 
ridicnlo.us to be even referred to. 

4logether there is something painful and melan 
choly in contemplating the straygles of a poor bu 
honest man, t» obtain justice at the expense of « 
wealthy neighbour. Here is the father of a larg: 
family anxtons to obtain bread for his children, and 
ready to submit them to chastisement, when no! 
everly outrageous, rather than risk starvation 

3at when the chastisement becomes so frequen’ 
and so severe as to cal: for what oretection the la» 
can afford, he applies to where he is told justice i- 
disp-nsed, and protection afforded, and he is re- 
pnised. Ssill he has a claim for wages due, ap 
piiea, is forcibly detained—bailed to prison —sto vec 
away among promiscuous vagabonds, and kept 
from bis family bearih, till carried before the judg 
ment seat where heis at length rewarded for a!: 
the in‘alts received, anxicties, sufferings, and im 
prisonment with —a venteare to pay five shillings! 

But do hia perplexities end here? Ono! Th 
man who owes him fuur and six pence, owes him ye 
ahig er grodge. He cannotendure to part with hi- 
victim thus, so he insists upon the peaceable mar 
being boand over to keep the peace! that he may 
not dare crave him again for the wages due, nor 
threaten to expose him through the public pres! 
There is something traly Ingubrious in this conduc: 
of Deacon M‘Lellan And more particularly wher 
we considered that he was a Jastice of the Peace 
and not long azo, fined an individual in two gainea: 
for a less aggravated assault upon another than 
the one be was alleged to have inflicted on Boggie. 
accompanying the decision with a grave discourse 
on the impropriety of hasty blows, we could not 
but admire the stolid impertarbability of counte 
nance he displayed while calling upon the magis. 
strate to protect him from the words and pen of » 
peaceableshoemaker, ‘Tosce the man who libelled 
a whole council before the highest coart io thr 
realm, vow craving the prote-tion of a member of 
that very council from the literary attacks of 2 
leather-beate-, was indeed a_ scene irresistibly 
comic, and the description of which cannot but 
yield amusement to a wor'd of simpletons. 

Before closing this sabject. we feel tempted to 
call the attention of our readers to the political 
economy of the worthy bailie who presided on this 
occasion. While somming up, he, with the atmos 
gravity, endeavoured to impress upon the prisoner 
au awfal reverence for the great deity, CAPITAL

We give below the principal events cf the 12th, 
and four following days, at San Ildefonso and 
Madrid, as we have collected them from numerous 
sources, since our last Gazette. The following ap- 
pear to be the part culars ef the events that led to 
the proclaiming of the Censtitation at San Wde-s 
fenso. 
Guards, and one of the Royal Previncial Foot 
Guards, had for some time evioced @ suspicious 
degree of sympathy for the provinces which had 
proclaimed the C.natitntien, and the garrison 
baving arrived, at last, at a seflicient pitch of irri- 
tati-n, and being stimulated by correspondence 
with the army of the North, a deputation of two 
sergeants, two corporals, tivo privates, and one 
musician, represen ing the two battalions, waited

upon the Qacen, and com» lained of their treatment, 
and eapecial'y of General San Koman. Inscector- 
Genesal of Provincials. ‘the Queen asked them if 
hey wanted money? “ No,” was the answer— 
“they only wanted their rights — General San 
Roman’s head, and the Constitution.” ‘They then 
very significantly declared their determination to 
alter these things, and in the name of the garrizon, 
the army, and the people, requested her Majesty to 
order the Constitation to be proclaimed The 
Queen, of the Regency, fieding the army, her last 
refuge, failing her, yielded to the necessity of the 
case, and signed the Constitution the same night, 
and swore ty» it on the following day, when it was 
proclaimed at the Royal Sitio, without any blood 
beiug shed, as it was impossib'e to resist the popu- 
lar movement, now backed by the troops. The 
Qceen sent for Mendez Vigo, the Mini-ter at War. 
to sign the dismissal of the minister and his own, 
as well aa the appointment of Calatrava to the 
Premiership. 

Phe soldiers’ vivas rent the air, They formed in 
a sort of military manner, and made processions 
caund the place, discharing their p ece? at every 
‘ara. Yhey afierwarda placed the Constitutional 
inscription in the great Piaza before the palace ; and 
sll the officers, at the reqnest ef the Queen, sore 
to the Constitution , that is to say, shouted Viva la 
Constitucion over the ceremony of placing the 
apide the t wa was illuminated, and order 
-eigned in the Roya! Sitio of San Ildefonso. 

At Madrid, on the following morning, the Na- 
ional Guards. who had received secret intelligence 
from Sao Ildefurso, began to coll-ct arms from 
«herever they could find them, and in a short time 
the streets of Madrid had all the appearance of 
hose of a besieged town. Troogs of all arms — 
verse fost, and artil'ery—occupied the streets 
foarteen pieces of ariillery were wheeled into 
yosition in the principal thoreughfares, with their 
zanners beside them, ready to apply the match 
apon the word of command. Shortiy after twelve 
clock, a sudden and tumnltueus cry as by con- 
cert, burst forth of Viva la Constitucion, These 
cries, and all others, without discrimination what- 
ever, had been prohibited, upon pain of instant 
death by General Quesada. ‘the Foot Guards, on 
duty at the Post-office, seemingly expecting an 
ittack, handled their arms, fixed bayonets, and 
examined the primings of the muskets The cui 
cassiers, also on daty at the Post office, sparred 
heir horses against the crowd, threatening them 
with their swords. The people cnly raised their 
veices the looder, keeping back the horses with 
their canes, and appealing energetically to the men 
aot to shed the blood of their countrymen uselessly, 
‘elliag them that the Queen had decreed the Con- 
stitation—that all Spain was up in arms for it ; and 
that nothing cculd delay for twenty-four hours 
longer its proclamation in Madrid, calling upon 
chem at the same time to join in crying, Viva la 
Constitucion, Viva Isabel I1., Vira la Reina Gober- 
nadora, &c. The confusion of voices baffles de- 
_scri-tion. The soldiers were evidently unmanned. 
They could do nothing bat threaten. they bad not 
the nerve to put their threats in execution, After 
his had continued some time, the officer in com- 
mand of the detachment, a subaltern, yielding to 
he generous feelings of the moment, placed himself 
in front of his men, and returning his sword to the 
seabbard, cried Viva la Constitucion! The mea 
taking the word of command from their officer, 
promptly followed his example, sheathed their 

words, and uttered the magic viva, The Foot 
Guards still held out, and seemed iutractable, until 
Barutell, the Military Gevernor of Madrid. who 
was inside the square of the Post-office, with a 
view, a3 was afterwards alleged, to avoid the shed- 
ding of blood, came ‘orward and directed them to 
follow tho example of their comrades. The Na- 
tional Guards fraternized with the treops, between 
whom and the proscribed Nat:onals, mutual cheers 
and vivas w-re exchanged. The sceve, however, 
was soon to change. Between twelve and two 
u'clock fresh detachments of troors marched on the 
zround, and General Quesada, attended by a dis- 
‘ioguished staff and a troop of horce, made his ap- 
pearance at the too of Cal e Canetas, a street which 
descends into the Puerta del Sol. When he 
arrived near the bottom, the whole party suddenly 
drew their swords. The dragoons rode at full 
speed among the groups collected in front of the 
fountain, pursuing them along the pavement for 
some distance np Calle Geronima. Many were 
thrown down and trampled upon, and some fell 
vhilst endeavouring to escape the danger. The 
general harshly bade the cuirassiers remember 
their oaths, and their officer be ordered to bis 
quarters. The young man sullenly departed, 
naving first canvassed the ecuntenances of bis mea, 
as thongh he would have carried his revolt farther 
than words. But he met with no encouragy ment 
‘rom his troovers, who were evidently cowed by 
the rank and characters of the officers who stcod 
before them. 

In the Piazuela del Cabada a considerable 
crowd had collected, and among these about 
eighteen National Guards of the cavalry and some 
of the foot, whe uttered vivas to the Constitation. 
4 party of one of the battalions advanced to dis- 
perse them. Colonel Calvet remonstrated sith 
the National Guards, telling them that he had 
orders to fire upon them; but he would prefer 
seeing them abandon the grouad without compel- 
ling him to resort to that alternative. He was an- 
swered by a universal ery of Viva la Consiitucion ! 
and a shot from behind one of the market sialls 
brought him mortaliy wounded to the gr-und. His 
soldiers, upon this, fired volleys upon the Nationals 
and the crowd, several of whom were wounded. 
{n this manner things continged until the Royal 
decrees arrived from San Ildefonso. Madrid then 
respired the air of freedom. ‘he soldiers «ll dis- 
appeared, and shouts of congratulation and> pa- 
triotic vivas rent the air. People were se+n em- 
bracing each other as friends or brothers, and the 
whole population seemed drank with jey. 

Quesada, di-appointed of she chance of gra'i’y- 
ing bis blood-thiusty propensities by decimating, 
nay, “quintiug” his prisouers, thought it now bigh 
time to decamp, to fly fr-m the very canaille,” as 
,e uesd to call the iubebisants of Madrid, whom he 
vanted bis cuirassiers co sabre on the previous day. 
His colleagues the ministers, were much of she same 
»pinion. M. Isturitz, who had vowed to remaio at 
nis posed till the people eragged him through the 
ssreets, now thought the possible, uay probable, 
ceremouy no joke, and to avoid so unpleasant an 
experiment, disappeared early in the morning, but 
‘3 said to have been arrested oa the road to France. 
Soon after four o’ciock, toe rumour was spread 
tnat Quesada was asrested at Hortaltze, a small 
village about 2 league to the north of Madrid. Hun- 
dreds soon hastened ia various vehicles and on fvot 
o see the man whose presence even that morning 
filed them #ith so mach terror. It appears that on 
the announcement of the Royal decrees, he pro- 
ceeded to his house, chauged his dress, and by cross- 
img the city wall got into the couutry, where aa 
Mieer, disguised as a fervant, was waitiag with two 
males. They were proceeding across the country, 
when a boy recognized the fugitives, and gave the 
alarm in the village. The Alcsde refused at first to 
attend to the boy, but at length he aud some others 
went to a !one house a short distance off, called the 
Quinto; Quesada was found changing his apparel. 
They mauacled him, and led him to the village, 
when they placed him in the house of the Marquis 
iel Poa. ‘Nae news soon spread of the arrest, and 
crowds hurried frum the city, all eager to reach the 
village. If wes also kuown that a pertion of the 
column employed against Basilio had returned at 
acou to Madrid, aud thas more troops wire ex- 
pected in the course of the day, ia order to aid bim 
ia carrying oa the plan of oppression. His cruelty, 
bis thirst of vergence, and his support of tyranny, 
sere commented un by mary whom he had caused 
to die. The officers held parely with the crowd, the 
rage of which was increasing every instant. A troop 
ef cuirassiers, sent hy the Captais-General to teks 
him prisoner to Tvuledo, ‘wes seem approaching a 
six o’cleck, when the infuriated mob broke tarough 
he guard, and in 2 few moments Quesada wes no 
mors, The gusrd from Msdrid arr:ved ia time to 
vrevent an intention which was sp’ken of putting 
the body ia a cart in order to its being drag- 
gcd through the street of the capitel; it was buried 
at nine o'clock. Such is the account of one who 
was presen’, bus other accounts sae that he was 
despatched with that ferocity which is tco common 
in Spain. They state that whilst still alive, iis

The Qirex Regent, her dxughter, Queen Isabel 1, 
ard tag Infants Denna Lou ia Mana Ferdinacda, 
attended by the Marchiovess Velverde, were in 2u 
open baronche, drawn by six grays. Gen. Stoace, 
the new military Governer, recsived them at the 
heac of a brilliant steff. They entered by the Puer‘a 
At che, traversed the Prado, proeesdad up Calle ce 
Alcale, then down the Puerta del Scl, and through 
the Calle Mayor so the Paisce. They wers cheeree 
by tae dense marses who bad been long and im- 
p-tiently waiting their arrival. A number of trave'- 
ling cavriazes, well covered with dust, containing 
the retinue of the Court, followed, and the military, 
in grand parade, with bauds playiag, closed the 
splendid ccrtege.

REFUSAL TO PAY CHURCH RATES. 


There wss considerable bustle in the parish of 
Limehcuse on Tuesday, in consequence of the in- 
judicious sdvocaves of the Church demaxding a poll, 
iu opposition to the decision of a very fuli vestry, 
neld ow Thursday week, to ascertain the sense o 
the rate-payers upon the question of whether or not 
a rate of 24, m the pound should be made for re- 
pairs of the parish church. The meeting which gave 
rise to these proceedings was held in the Town 
house, Caurch-row, and was very fully attended. 
Mr. Barr, the senior churchwarden, presided, whc 
stated the object of the meeting, assuring the rate 
payers that the authorities of the parish, im coming 
‘orward at that moment to make a call upon them 
for a very limite:t church rate, were only anxious to 
ebtain such an emount of money as would enable 
them to provide for the main-enance of the noble 
church that adoreed the parish, and fur the decen 
performance of divine worship. 1% was moved anc 
seconded, thas a rate of 2J, in the pound be granted. 
There did not se2m to be avy very decided opposi- 
rion to the impositioa of the proposed rate in thy 
fi-stinstance, uatil a very ardent but inconsiderate 
upholder of “thiogs as they are” defended th 
priuciple of church-rates, and asserted that they 
cousttured, in fact, no real grievance to D'ssenters. 
—Mr. G. F. Young, M.P., expressed a hope tha 
they would go through she business of the day in a 
calm and friendly manner. He arged strongiy the 
prudence of abstaining at preseut from the agita 
tion of this much contested que tion of church-rates ; 
avd recommended that the Vestrymen should wai 
the resuls of that legisia*ive decision which wou'd. 
w thout doubt, be taken upo: it in the nex’ session 
of Parliament. He enireaced a] those who valued 
the peace of the neighbourhvod to a'low this mode- 
rate race to pass without opposiiion. The hen 
geatlemian avewed a+ the same sime his own convic- 
tien that the time had arrived when some subsitut: 
must be found for compulsory church-rates. (Ap- 
plause.) Buthe begged to remind the meeting tha}, 
although no coercive meaus h2d beea adopted t 
enfores the payment of the last church-rate of three- 
pence in the pound, either egainst thuse w! o were 
unable to pay, or Unwilling from conscientious scru- 
ples to do so, yes txat of 4461., the gross am«unt of 
that rate, 417/. bad actuaily been paid into the 
hands of the co‘lector. Uader a similar understen - 
ing this rate would in effec: be a voluntary pay- 
mnt, and he therefore lioped thas, as & temporary 


and cries of ** No, no.”)—Mr. Lamon; contended 
agsivst the imp sition of a church-rate upon those 
who cousieutipusly dissented from the Es‘abiishied 
Couurch. Way did no tie supporiers of the Church 
uphoid it without calliag upon their dissenting bre 
thren to assist them?

The advo- 
cates for the rate, however, demanded a poi]. it 
was fixed for Tuesday, wheu it took place, The 
poll opened at nine o'clock in the morning, and

The resuit of the poll was received with loud 
cheers.

Some time ago, the Dissenters of Arnold made a 
noble stand against the imposition of Church-rates, 
when the votaries of the Establishment, mach to 
their credit, in lieu thereof, adopted the system of 
letting the seats in the chu:ch, for the parpose of 
keeping itin repair, and for other contingent ex 
penses. The adoption of this plan appears to have 
given general satisfaction.— Nottingham Review. 

It isto be feared, if the information received 
from the Lady Jaae be correct, that the William 
Torr, whaler ship, must have been wrecked in the 
ice, aod the crew lost.

Cuurca Ratex.—A meeting of the parishioners 
of St. Peter’s, Viverten, called by the church- 
wardens, was held last week for the purpose of 
making a charch-rate. ‘The Rev. Mr. Lucas 
curate of Tidcombe Portion, took the chair. The 
expense incurred for the year for the repairs of the 
buildisg and the service of the church amounted 
altogether to 2421.,—1i6l. of which it was proposed 
to raise by a rate of Id. in the pound, which with 
the income to be derived from other sources the 
chorchwardens thought sufficient. An amendmen 
to the penny rate was proposed, namely, that it 
should be psstponed to that day twelve. months, 
but the meeting did not divide, as it was submitted 
by a gentleman who wished to conciliate the ad- 
verse parties, that it should be postponed for one 
wontb, and tbat the charchwardens should ino the 
mean time endeaveur to raise the necessary funds 
by subscription from persons who occupied sittings 
in the church, and it is expected that this will be 
done without difficulty. 

CHurcH KaTEs.—There are summonses out 
against more than 3,000 inhabitants of St. Pancras 
for non payment of Church-ratea. Mr. Arthur 
Smith, and other magistrates, met in petty sessions, 
to hear cause shown why the summonses should not 
be enforced. Whe »ublic were at first excladed ; 
but, on a written remonstrance from Mr. Murphy, 
twelve persons «ere admitted. Mr. Douglas was 
then called upon to say why he refused to pay. He 
contended that the rate was illegal, and charged 
the charch-trustees, a self-elected body, with mis- 
appropriating 20,0001. up to 1836. Mr. Smith, the 
magistrate, said he would take upon himself the 
responsibility of putting the rate in force, and 
ordered that, unless Mr. Douglas paid within 
twenty-one days, his goods should he teized 
Many other cases were decided in a simi ar man.

St. LEONARD’S, SHOREDITCH, Middlesex, 
August 26. 1836.—At a very numerous MEETING of the 
INHABITANTS io Public Vestry assembled in the church, 
in pursuance of a requisition delivered to the churchwardens, 
“To consider the Bill of Fare sent under sea! from t!e Poor 
Law Commissioners to be adopted in tbis parish, and a reso- 
lution unanimously passed at the Roard of Guardians, which is 
as follows :—viz., ‘That this Board of Guardians cannot be 
made a party to deprive the poor in the workhouse of 
their small allowance of beer, many of them having contri- 
buted to the rates; and they being of opinion many deserving 
persons will sink onder the new system of depriving the poor 
of their allowance of bread, meat, &c.; and wish a public ves- 
try to be called of the rate payers to consider the Bill of Fare 
yenerally, and also as to depriving the poor of the beer;”” 

Mr. Thomas Gilbert, Upper Cburchwarden, in the Chair, 

It was resolved unanimously— 

1. That this public vestry feels indignant at the attempt made 
by the Poor Law Commissioners to deprive the poor in the work- 
house of this populous garish, consisting of more than 70,008 
persons, of part of teir usual allowance of bread and meat, and 
of their refusal to sanction any contract for small beer. 

_ 2. That this public vestry cannot but express their indigna- 
tion at the new poor-law system of building workhouses similar 
to prisons, and depriving the poor of the usual light and air, or 
even a sight out of the windows—thbus incarcerating British 
subjects, depriving them of their liberty, coercing the poor, 
and punishing poverty worse than crime. 

3. That this public vestry considers that any attempt to de 
prive the poor of out door relief by offering them the work- 
house, and refusirg them relief in bread or money, will increase 
parperism to an alarming extent, and will be brutal ia practice. 

4. That this vestry, feeling for the privations of the poor 
réquest the Board of Guardians to use the discretion that their 
feelings of humanity suggest, and here pledge themselves to 
hold them harmless from any fine that may be inflicted upon 
them at the instance of the Poor Law Commissioners. 

5. That this public vestry is of opinion that many of the 
enactments of the New Poor Law are inhuman, and a disgrace 
to the coantry, and owght to be altered by the legislature forth- 
with. 

6. That this public vestry resolves, that whilst the poor in 
this parish are suffering under the New Poor Law grinding 
system, that the full allowance be granted to all coroners’ in- 
quests which may be held on the poor in and ont of the work- 
house who may die of want; and further, that the parishiouers 
resolve that no payment shall be allowed out of the rates fer 
‘inging the parish bells whilst the poor in this parish and ip 
*he country generally are suffering by being deprived of their 
liberty, part of their food, and separated from each other in 
distant workbonses. 

7. That Dr. Lushington and Mr. Clay be requested to use 
their influence in obtaining the total repeal of this oppressive, 
and in the opinion of this meeting, New White Slavery Act. 

8. That this public vestry approve of the conduct of the guar- 
dians, who have cansed this public meeting to be called, that 
the rate-payers and inhabitants might express their indignation 
at the attempt to oppress the helpless poor, who cannot defend 
themselves against the atrocious power exercised by the new 
system against them, ° 

9. That the thanks of this vestry be given to the enlightened 
part of the press, who have so manfully defended the poor and 
exposed the cruelty of the new system.

Tre Newspaper Stamp Duties’ Act, the beneficent 
gift of the liberal and reforming Whigs, comes 
into oneration on the 15th of September next, and 
from that time, therefore, the public will begin to 
reap “the great harvest of good” which this Act of 
the legislature has sown; what the amount of that 
may be, onr readers generally are pretty well an- 
prised. Like every other legislative act during the 
last half a century—whether the reins of govern- 
ment have been held by Whig or Tory—it is tho- 
roughly imbued with that vicious principle of 
partiality and exclusiveness which benefits the more 
wealthy classes of society at the expense of the 
poorer—which places the burden of taxation where 
there is the least strenoth to sustain it, and suffers 
those who are alone justly amenable to the obli- 
gation, to escape scot-free. The taste for reading 
and acquiring political knowledge that has been 
generated during the last twentv years, necessarily 
created a commensurate demand for cheap prriodi- 
cals, throngh which such information might be at- 
tained ; but amongst the legacies left ta the country 
by that infemons and execrable minister Castle- 
reagh, and his subservient parliaments, was one im- 
posing a duty of fouvr-pence upen every newspaper 
sheet, and another leyving an equal sum upon any 
oamphlet or other periodical comprising political 
discusticn or political occurrences. Until the de- 
mand for cheap knowledge became strong and 
general, these irfamous laws were acquiesced in 
and obeyed. There was none of that moral force 
called public opinion, to resist the despotism of the 
government, and they ruled in this respect, there- 
fore, with a rod of iron. 
The growth of political opinion, and of the 
capability of reading, however, produced the 
change to which we have already referred. The 
stern prohibitions of the law were gradually re- 
laxed, and although the penalties were not removed, 
they were but irregularly and capricious'y en- 
forced. The demand for knowledge necessarily in- 
created the supply, and for the last five vears, the 
ill-paid labouring classes, for whom the taxed 
newspaper was too high-priced a luxury, have had 
a press of their own—a press devoted to the ad- 
vancement of their interests, and supplied to them 
at a cost which they could manage to pay. The 
difference between twopence and sevenpence was 
the difference of an additional dinner per weck, to 
many a poor family; and it need not be said, 
therefore, that to such persons the cheaper article 
was a thing of prime consideration. The supply of 
these cheap papers has not been kept up withour 
great sacrifices and sufferings upon the part of 
those who have undertaken the labour. Seizures, 
fines, imprisonments, and various other species of 
prosecution and persecution have been submitted 
to, with a readiness and an endurance never before 
exhibited in any public cause ;—the object was a 
great one, and the effort to realize and consummate 
it, has been in proportion to its magnitude 
But for what is it that ourselves and others have 
been struggling and suffering—for what have we 
been sacrificing our ease and our domestic comfor'!s 
—cur rest at night, and our repose by day? = For 
what have we been hovrly placing ourselves 
in jeopardy, and our families in fearful appre- 
hension — subjecting ourselves to imprisonment, 
and our property to confiscation? To secure 
for the werking classes a press which they could 
avail themselves of; to continue to them a 
supply of twopenny papers, which they cou'd ma- 
nage to purchase, in the placa of sevenpenny ones, 
which were wholly beyoud their reach. For this 
the government and the legislature have been pe- 
titioned, and reasoned and remonstrated with ; for 
the attainment of this object we have expressed a 
teadi-ess to yield many others to which we know 
we had a right, and to conc de d-mands which we 
were satisfied could not justly be made upon us. 
For the means of knowledge we cffered to barfcr 
many of our just and indisputable rght, and to 
yield services which there were no legitimate means 


petitions of the people were set at nought; the state 
of the revenue, the safety of the public morals, and 
the sacredness of vested rights, were, each in their 
turn, assigned as reasons against that concession, 
which the growing intelligence and mental wants 
of the people demanded. The government which 
pretended to stake its existence upon public opi- 
nion, stood in f-ar of that public opinion which 
they hypocritically invoked, and the trammels on 
the press it was resolved should be continued, But 
their resistance to so just a demand—a demand at 
length made in a way which unequivocally showed 
that it was commensurate with public intelligence— 
could not last for ever. The demand was found to be 
stranger than the law; and the government was 
compelled to permit what it would not deliberately 
and formally allow.

atrons of knowledge most generously consented to 


and to make a merit of that which they had no 
power to withhold. ‘The sct, as we have already 
said, is a most partial and injurious one to the 
poor, although it is one of gain and benefit to the 
tich. Tt will reduce the price of the most costly 
papers, and enhance that of cheaper ones. It will 
give a cheap paper to the opulent, and either take 
away or nearly double the price of that now pur- 
chased by the poor. The penny-tax, though small 
in itself, will add a comparatively large amount to 
the present cost of the cheap papers, and thus ope- 
rate in the way we have indicated. 

This may require explanation, because we be- 
lieve there is a very generally prevalent mistake 
upon the subject. It appears to be supposed tha’ 
a paper now sold at twopence, can besold with the 
penny-stamp at threepence, and produce the same 
profit to the publisher. This, however, is a mistake. 
and ought to be explained. Let it, in the first 
place, be remembered, then, that there must be a 
considerable amount of capital sunk, when the 
stamp is imposed, not now demanded from the 
publisher of an unstamped paper. At present, ? 
mere supply of paper, from week to week, wi’! 
suffice fer the demand, but when the paper has te 
be transmitted to the Stamp Office, for being im- 
pressed with the licence-mark, a larger and more 
extended supply will become necessary. A paper 
with a large circulation will requ're at least a three- 
week’s supply of paper, beforehand, which, toge- 
ther with the cost of the stamps, must be paid for. 
so long before it is required. In our own case, for 
example, this will require a capital of 500/. to be 
perpetually sunk; and we need not say, that the 
interest of that sum will have to be laid on the 
paper, in the shave of an increased charge. To this 
we might add, the extra expences that will be ne- 
cessarily incurred by the fetching and carrying of 
the paper between the stationer’s and the Stamr 
Office, and the Stamp Office and the printer’s ; and 
more than this, of the increased Joss which mus’ 
accrue by the spoiling of stamped sheets, in their 
progress through the press or the machine. It is 
impossib'e to print off a large number of sheets 
without spoiling many of them. Without the 
stamp, this incurs the}mere loss of paper; but when 
it bears the stamp, each spoiled sheet has to pay its 
penny into the Exchequer. This, then, is another 
cause of increased price over and above the addi- 
tional penny which the stamp will impose. Bu 
there is another reason for auymenting the price 0° 
the paper, beyond the proportion which the penny 
bears to the twopence, less obvious, perhaps, before 
it is pointed cut, than either of those already 
mentioned, but much more serious in the amoun' 
of its operation, It would seem almost unneces- 
sary to remind persons, that. in the present profit- 
mongering sta‘e of society, the profits of the vendors 
of any commodity are necessarily imposed upon 
the gross market price of the commodity. Suppose 
the profit required by the vendors of such a com- 
modity as a newspaper to be 25 per cent., the cost 
to the vendor of a twopenny paper will then b: 
three halfpeace; and the retail price of twopence 
will of course have been fixed with an eye to such 
allowance. But, now, let it be supposed that e 
penny duty is imposed upon such paper, and the 
profit to the vendor remains at the same rate, then 
the sum produced to the publisher will be two-, 
pence farthing. u 
he will pay a penny to the government, and receive 
back but three farthings; that is, upon each paper 
sold, he will lose one fourth of the tax he is required 
to pay. But as the price of twopence, originally 
affixed to the paper, was the lowest sum that would 
produce a remunerating profit, it is quite clear that 
this loss cannot be borne by the publisher or pro- 
prietor. One only of two courses remains, then ; 
either the cost-price of the paper must be propor- 
tionably increased to the public, or the profits of 
the vendors must be reduced. The latter expedient 
cannot be resorted to, because, as the profit the 
vendor now reaps, is only according to the fair rate 
of profit yielded by the sale of other commodities, 
it is clear that if this were reduced, he wou'd em- 
ploy his capital in the purchase and sale of other 
commodities, and abandon the trade in newspapers. 
Profits cannot be regulated by arbitrary proceed- 
ings, but are fixed by regularly operating Jaws; 
and to these the newspaper trade, as well as all! 
others, is compelied to submit. Besides, it would 
be obviously unjust to adopt such a course as that 
of reducing the vendor's profi's, to meet the exi- 
gency of the case: he requires a capital equal to 
the gross cost of the article he vends, aid it surely 
cannot be required of him to’surrender his profis 
upon one-third of his cutlay, merely because it is 
an outlay which is not productive to any but the 
government. i 

Only one aliernative remains, therefore, and that 
is to lay the increased cost of production, snd the 
increased profits incident to the increased price, 
upon the gross charge of the article to the public ; 
and the consequence? of this will be, as we have 
already said, a considerable augmeaiation in the 
price of the cheap newspapers, beyond the penny 
impesed by the tax. The poor man’s press is thus 
destroyed, by the vperation of an Act purporting to 
be one of generous concession to the wants of that 
class of society. So much for Whig ben: ficence ! 
Now a few words as to ourselves. It will be 
evident from what we have already said, that one 
of there alternatives p esents itself to us. We must 
aither persevere in our present cvurse of pub'ishing 
without a stamp, in defiance of the law; or we 
musi submit to the law, by affixing a stamp to our 
paper ; Or we must rest satisfied with what we have 
already done towar¢s obtaining a repeal of the tax, 
and retire from the ficld, leaving others to occupy 
it. We have no desire to dissemble upon this 
matter, and we shall therefore say, at once, and 
without qualfication, that so strorgiy do we feel 
the injustice, as well as the mischievousness, of any 
tax upon knowledge, that we would, at all hazards, 
and at any sacrifice, persevere in Our present course, 
did we find it possible to attempt it with any pro- 
bability of success. With these feelings we have 
avoided coming to any precipitate resolve; Wwe 
have taken time to deliberate and inquire, and to 
lock at the thing in every poss:ble way 5 and the 
result is a conviction that any attempt to persevere 
would be hopeless. The new law 18 framed with 
so much art and care; its enactments are $0 strict, 
and the powers it confers upon the commissioners 
of stamps are so great, that no unstamped piper 
can be attempted. It is not the mere pena Les that 
we look at: these we would brave, 80 long as we 
were supported; but the powers given to the com 
missioners over type, presses, and all other mate- 
tials, as well as the siummma‘y and despotic mode in 
which it gives them the ¢iscrelicn of exercising that 
power, are such thst they can and will prevent the 
issue of a singie unstamped paper tu the public. 
Such a course as this, thea, we are reluciautly c.m- 
pelled to abandon. 
Ovght we then fo retire from ihe field, and make 
way fur athers ? We know not why this sheuld 
be, inasmuch a3 no possible good could result 
from sucha step, Wyre the case otherw.se, the 
same motives which have urged us ovward hi'berto, 
would prevent us fiom hesitating Now. Our great 
object in starting tbe Police Gazetie ws to furnish 
a better twopensy Paper tran was then in ex st- 
ence; and we thi.k we may say, without unfuicly 
depreciating the labours ¢f others, that our under- 
raking was not abortive. Alweys bearing in mind

bat a dozen intell gent and indepeadent-minded 
men can be found ina village or inone neighbour. 
hood of a town, willing to baad themgelves t gether, 
let them form a Local Poll ical Society, and they 
will soon be in a position ty exert a porverful ia- 
fiueace for good over their less-informed and meaner- 


Spirited brethren, many of whom they will gradually 
succeed in bringing into active co-operation. Bat 
however small any particular society may be, it 
will be able to commanicate information respecting 
its district, and to circulate there publications and 
information from other parts, aad thus, in a shert 
time, aid the active men of the working classes in 
every part of the country fo pull together for the 
common good. 

A seooad difficulty in getting up Local Political 
Socie-ies in some neighbourhoods is the obtaining a 
svitable place of meeting. Sometimes it is im os- 
sible to get a room, without paying for it more 
than the persons wanting it can affor 
such circumstances, they should resé 
pedient to overcome the dificllty, by 
several societies and meeting in syight 
saving a small sam weekly cnt of, H 
expenses to meet the exigency, of 
ming themselves uncomfertably ty Sahit 
place they can procure. In most pebgHOva? pieaT 
however, glaces cf méeting can always Be pro ayer 
by a liitle perseverance, and although public-hoggeg 
are not the best placea in the wertd for this pur- 
pose, stiil they may be made to answer the purty ose 
at feast in the outset, when nothing bettepedens -*

The usual way of proceeding, after the memorial 
and deputation have been agreed to, i3 to write a 
respectful jetter to the magistrates, and transiit it 
through their clerk (to whom it should be sent 
under cover, addressed to him) statiag that the beer- 
sellers of the district wish permission for a depita- 
tion on behalf of the trade to wait upon the magis- 
trates in petty sessions, to present a memorial, and 
state their reasous (or saliciting an extension of the 
hours during which their houses are allowed to re- 
Main open.

Two 
or three intelligent zealcus men in a neighbon hood 
can always succeed in the formation ef a sociery by 
untiring perseverance, such as every intelligent 
working man shonld exercise in so good a cause, if 
he is actuated, as he should be, by an honest desire 
to advance the happiness of his own class, and thai 
of society at large. I say society at large, because 
the regeneration of our cerrupt political, aye, and 
vocial institutions, mass be made by the productive 
classes; it never will be attempted even by those 
whose morbid feelings and selfish habits have made 
them leek coolly aoon the overtviling and misery 
of the wajority of their countrymes as ioheritable 
and right, 

Ano her imvediment to the formation of local 
poliical secieties will frequeatly be found im the 
difficulty of getting mea tojvin earnestly ia anything 
that does not promise some immediate and staring 
benefit to them They bave bad their hopes $0 
often excited, perhap’, and disapp>inted, that they 
have fallea tanto despairing, morose sluggishnecs of

Mr. Wilson, tea-dealer, No. 1, King William 
Street, London Bridge, Southwark. The fire was 
first perceived in the lower part of the house by 
one of the M division of police, who immediately 
gave the alarm and arouse a young man, who was 
the only person residing iu the house at the time. 
ont his escape by the staircase was cut off by its 
being on fire, and he was obliged to throw himselt 
mut of the first-floor window, and was caught by 
six men below, without receiving much injury 
The flames shortly afterwards issued from the first 
floor window, and ascended with great rapidity to 
the floor above, and before any engive had arrived 
the entire building was enveloped in flames. Vari- 
us engines were scon at the scene of destruction; 
but for upwards of thirty minates not one drop of 
water could be obtained. The fire then communi- 
cated to the premises belonging to Mr. Wiggins, 
‘op merchant, and the adjoining premises, and in 
a few minutes the whole of that building was in 
flames, and extended backwards to Mr. Wallis’s, 
London Bridge Tavern. At that time there was 
not lezs than fourteen engines standing still fora 
supply of water, and persons were sent down to 
the water works to inform them of the fact, and it 
was nearly an hour afterwards before a supply wag 
obtained ; in the mean time, the flames actually 
shot across Tooley-s reet, and fired th#se extensive 
and lofty warehouses belonging to Mr. Fenning, 
(facing the river,) and within three-quarters of ap 
hour the entire building and its va-uable contents 
were devoured by the flames. The shipping, lying 
alongside the wharf, was considered in danger, and 
-ad it been low water, no less than fifteen vessels 
would have fallen a sacrifice to the flames ; fortu- 
nately, it being high water, the vessels were got 
into the middle of the tier, and were saved. ‘The
